north of the line joining the two buoys, 
The wind was about E.N.E., light, forco 
about 2 and weather fine. It was young 
flood at the time, about five hoars before 
high water, with currents, 1 to 2 knots, 
running from B..to W. When the Glengyle 
was first sighted by the ZZangchow, tho Int- 
ter was steering @ course north due west 
heading for the Cancdian Pacific Railway 
Company's buoy, at a speed of about six 
knots and- with the engines At half speed. 
There were no hights carried by vithor ship, 
tho collision taking place during the day. 
Tho Glengyle whon first reen was about half 
a mile off and about 14 to 2° points on 
starboard bow apparently lying st the P. 
and O, buoy. The maossures that wore’ 
taken by tho Hanychowe to avoid collision 
were as follows:—Whén the Haungchow 
had approached to within about 300 yards 
from the Glengyle, tho Glengyle gave a short 
blast with her whistle, and it was then 
noticed for the first time on beard of the 
Hangchow that the Glenyyle was under 
weigh. A collision was. then inevitable, 
und the order was given on board of 
the Hengchor. to port bard, to. go’ 
fall speed astern. and to let yo both 
anchora. , Both anchors were promptly 
let go, first the starboard, then tho psrt;

A Japan2se Officer Loses a. 
Government Document. 
Coronno, April 22, 
Tt was unly wbout tice weeks apn Chat we 


reported a serious theft cammitted in tha 


harbour, whereby tha Chief Stewitd ‘of the 


P, & 0. wleamer Baca was relieved of & 
gum of R 8, which bad been placed ina 
lock+r in-hisexbin, We live new te report 
two further thefts committed on Saturday 
ant yesterdsy, a Japancee naval officer, 
prececding te London, by ‘thu N. Y. BK. 
steamer Tunba Mart, which arrived at 
Colomba on Saturday fron Yokghaun, 
Lying the latest victim: - The cabin of Cap- 
tain Satai, the bearer of an important 
document from his G.vernment to tho 
Russian Minister at St. Petersburg, was 
entered on the ‘day of the arrival of the 
yessel hore, and a dark trown leather bag 
abstracted. The bag contained four 
medals—ono old, two silver and ene 
bronze—forty-aix sovereiuns, eight £5 and 
one £10 Bank of England noles, ono watch 
case, sundry other articles, ant the do- 
cument above referred to. The total haul 
by the thioves is estimated by Captuin Sakai 
at Rupees 1,500. This, of course, ia in 
addition to the important document. 

A native passenger by the ss, Stentor, 
which arrived here on the 20th, was robbed 
of lis box from the main deck of the vossel, 
The contentsare vilued at R26'87. Both 
thefts have beon repurted to the Police in 
the barbour aud ashore, but, we understand, 
that no clue has been obtained to the stolen 
properly. . - % .
